Another year has passed and we feel that in some respects it has 
been successful and in others a failure. 

There is opportunity for improvement in discipline in most of our 
schools. More work and less play for the scholars will give more sat- 
isfactory results and please the parents better. 

Our schools would give better satisfaction if the children all under- 
stood that they would be required to obey the teacher. At school the 
teacher should have the same power as the parent, and whatever is 
right for the parent to do at home, should be right for the teacher to do 
at school. . 

A commonpiace teacher with the loyal support of the parents will 
not fail of having a successful school. The very best teacher without 
the support of the parents will fail. 

Our book tax is quite a burden, yet it is below the average for the 
county ; according to the last state report the average amount paid per 
scholar in Dalton was 79 cents ; in Carroll, $2.18; Dummer, $1.09 ; Jef- 
ferson, $2.01 ; Whitefield, $1.47 ; Milan, 70 cents ; Errol, 47 cents ; Ran- 
dolph, $1.10 ; Shelburne, $1.14 ; Northumberland, $1.59 ;. Berlin, $2.61 ;
